New York, June I </P>— Pennsyl­ 
vania’s hard coal miners dug gar­ 
dens instead of anthracite today or 
made holiday plans as they waited 
for union and operator leaders to 
frame a new contract which would 
end their strike. 
In New York the negotiators, in 
their fourth week of conferences, re­ 
ported little progress toward a new 
pact. 
Tile strike by 75,000 diggers—ninth 
major anthracite shutdown since the 
turn of the century—became effec­ 
tive yesterday after the expiration 
of the old contract. Leaders of the 
AFL United Mine Workers and the 
operators agreed that the walkout 
was completely effective. 
Only maintenance work by an 
estimated 5,000 miners continued In 
the colleries to protect properties 
from flooding and cave-ins. Around 
Shamokin, Pa., Independent anthra­ 
cite miners continued to work but 
they gave no estimate of their daily 
tonnage. Tile independents operate 
on lease or royalty agreements.
